- MAGNIFICENT FILM aT 
CENTRAL THEATRE, 


‘L With Byrd at the South Pole,” 
now showing till Tucsday (inolu- 
kive) at the Central Theatre, is’ o 
remarkable and adequate record of 
‘n great ndvonture. It conveys fully 
tho beauty, the terror nad the vast- 
ness of the Antarctic Continent. 
Captain (now “Admiral) ‘Byrd, as 
éveryone knows, made ‘2 ‘twenty 
hours’ flight from his bose, Littlo 
Amerien, over the South Pole. But 
those formal, words suggest nothing 
of tho perila of that’ flight and tho 
mngnitude of ‘the onterprise. 

The' film shows the start of the 
adventure and the voyage of the 
City of Now York, across the plea- 
annt tropical sons and thon through 
the “‘ shricking sixties” into tho 
vastnesses of the Antarctic, Nothing 
could be moro stirring than the pic- 
tures of the shi thrusting through 
the iec-park, an and finally anchoring 
opposite the great Ross Barricr, 5 
huge cliff of ico _ extending for 
hundreds of miles. 

The comp..is pitched, stout huts 
ure built, tha threo ‘planes aro un- 
packed. and ‘the tall masts of tho- 
radio station erected.’ Trial flights 
arc mnde, one of the ‘plancs is 
wrecked in a blizeard, and Dr. 
Gould, the second in command, who 
ia out on o gurveying expadition 
is nearly lost with his companions. 


Animal Pictures. 


‘As for os tt hos beeny In this. part of the film are some 


excellent animal pictures, notably 
of those_ quaintost of birda, the 
pelicans of the Antarctic, of ome 
seals and of a school of . whales, 
whose activities near, and under, 
the camp gavo many anxious 
moments. All Uhrough the film tho 
blizzard, howling, terrifying and 
sudden is the evil genie of tho 
drama. Hore the sound fiim helps 
immensely ja portraying the terror 
of those storms, They ariso sud- 
denly, snow is swept in gigantic 
quantities across the surface of the 
ice and then the storm dics down 
as mysteriously os it arose. 

The actual flight is, perhaps, 
marred by the staccato flow of com- 
ment. That torrent of words is out 
of harmony with the great silences 
and the terrible utterances of the 
South Pole. Jt is inadequate to 
the men whose deeds we see. A 
fow quiet comments were all that 
was necessary. But despite this 
blemish the film is a great pictorial 
record. -The little human touches 
aro well chose and one is carried 
into the lifo of a band of very gal. 
lant and, despite: hardships, very 


happy gentlemen. 


Curiously enough the film was 
severely criticised in tho Londoa 
papers. It in difficult to see the 
reason for this. 
gestion that the memories of Beott, 
of Oates and Amundaen wero slight- 
ed. There is not the least, ground 
for this.. On the contrary very 
gonerous tribute is pafd throughout 


to tboso men: who faced the same 
hardships without ,the equipment 
provided for this expedition, One 
can only. say that Admiral Byrd, 
and his ‘comrados, are in.the true 
succcasion of the gallant band of 
Polar explorers of all nations.
